“T understand quite well the need to 
make tough, hard decisions so 
government willlive within itsmeans,” 
Engler said, “But there is no reason, 
no standard that can justify why there 
should be a proposal to cut the 
Wolverine Brigade.” 

The governor was honored with a 
traditional 19-gun salute given by the 
Battery A, Ist Battalion, 199th Fictid 
Actillery, from Lansing. 

The F-16 Fighting Falcons from 
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127th Tactical Fighting Wing out of 
Selfridge Au National Guard Base 
performed a fly-by of the ceremony. 

In addition to Engler’s speech, an 
award ceremony recognized Michigan 
Army and Air National Guard units 
that were deployed during operations 
Desert Shicld and Storm. Awards also 
were presented to the top non- 
commissioned officer and enlisted 
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Aincrica (FFA) Chapter 264, Women 
Veterans, American egion Auxiliary, 
and the VFW Auxdiary Unit #3736 
will foliow them, ranked by the age of 
their charters.

Unit Training Despite Uncertain Future

This year at Camp Grayling, D 
Company of the 246th Armor Battalion 
has a mission —- in 1995 the Kalkaska 
unit might not. 

Recent budget cuts proposed by the 
Pentagon could downsize the 
Michigan Army National Guard by 
almost one-third and eliminate the 
entire 46th Infantry Brigade, in which 
the armor battalion plays a vital role. 

Despite the proposed cuts, Company 
D showed no loss in motivation or 
dedication during its two-week annual 
training period at Camp Grayling. 

Tank maneuvering and gunnery 
qualifications are the focus during the 
June 15-29 training session. M60-A3 
armored tanks roll over the 147,000- 
acre training site en route to knocking 
down targets with their 105mm 
cannons, 

The armor’s wartime mission is to 
spearhead or pave the way for 
following infantry units by destroying 
enemy armored vehicles and 
eliminating any threats to friendly 
forces, said Capt. Mike Nevin, D 
Company commander. 


The 56-ton tanks are conuolled by 
the tank commander. He coordinates 
the actions of the driver, gunner, and 
ammo bearer. Outside the revolving 
turret, located on the top of the tank, is 
a powerful 105mm direct-fire weapon 
system with a range of 1,200 meters. 

“From inside the tank you don’t 
hear the noise; you just feel the recoil,” 
said Nevin. Also on the turret is a 50- 
caliber machine gun that can hold 200 
rounds and empty out in 15 seconds. 

Company D only has been 
operational since 1987. Before that 
the armor battalion consisted of 
headquarters and three armor 
companies. When the Regular Army 
added an extra line unit to its armor 
companies, so did the National Guard 
components, thus giving life to the 78- 
member D Company. 

The members of D Company attend 
training assemblies one weekend a 
month and two weeks a year during 
annual training. 

The 14-tank company isn’t sure 
about its future, but until the budget 
cutsare official, motivation in the field 
will continue to be high speed.

Would you trade those high 
property tax bills for a higher state 
income tax bill — maybe twice as 
much as you’re paying now? 

A proposal for state tax overhaul

Glenn Oxender of Sturgis 
and Michael Nye of Litchfield — 
both small town, conservative 
Republicans — came up with the 
idea which would change radically 
the way Michigancollects and spends 
its tax dollars. 

They propose to do away with all

schools. 

In their place, they propose higher 
personal income taxes . . . almost 
twice as much as at present.

People born after 1937 will have to 
be older than 65 before they will be 
cligible to receive their full Social 
Security retirement benefits. 

The usual retirement age for people 
retiring now isage 65. Social Security 
calls this “full retirement age,” and the 
benefit amount payable then is 
considered the full retirement benefit. 

People who are reaching retirement 
age now can start their Social Security 
benefits as carly as age 62, but their 
benefit amount is reduced, If they 
wait until 65 to start benefits, they 
receive the full, unreduced bencfit. 

While life expectancies have 
increased dramatically since Social 
Security was enacted in 1935, the “full 
rctircment age” has remained at 65. 

However, because of longer life 
expectancies, the full retirement age 
will be increased in gradual steps until 
itreaches age 67, This is the result of 
legislation enacted in 1983. This 
change starts in the year 2000, and it 
affects people born in 1938 and later.

THIS IS A BROAD, bold plan. 
The way government works, the 
Oxender-Nye plan almost certainly 
won’t be passed this year, or probably 
next. Change in government takes 
time. 

But this proposal touches a lot of the 
nerve centers of discontent with the 
way things are now — such sore spots 
as soaring property taxes, uneven 
support of education, and some others. 

With all the concern in the state 
capital about this year’s budget, and 
next year’s equally tough one, the 
Oxender-Nye proposal most likely will 
get shoved under a pile of little- 
considered money matters foracouple 
of years. 

But it is an idea which deserves 
careful and critical study. Maybe it’s 
an idca whose time has come.

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Excitement Building For $32,000 AuSable Marathon

Six professional teams have already 
entered the 44th Annual AuSable River 
Canoe Marathon from Grayling to 
Oscoda on July 27 - 28. These racers 
and many others will bc competing in 
the longest canoc marathon in North 
America for the largest canoe racing 
purse, $32,000. 

Race ume is 9 p.m. Saturday at 
Ray’s Canoe Livery and ends at the 
AuSable Inn in Oscoda at about 11:15 
a.m. on Sunday. 

Teams that have registered in the 
pro division are: 

Brett Stockton, 28, of Grayling, and 
Serge Corbin, 34, of Shawinigan, Que- 
bec, Canada, last year’s marathon 
winners in 14:43:35 are returning to 
try and clairn first place for three years 
in arow. John Cherven, chairman of 
the AuSable River Canoe Marathon, 
said rumor has it, that Stockton is in 
Canada putting in some practice time 
with Serge. 

Bruce Barton, 34, of Homer, and 
Solomon Carriere, 34, of Cumberland 
House, Saskatchewan, Canada, were 
last year’s second place finishers, 
completing the race in 14:45:06, about 
two minutes behind the first place 
tcam. 

“This was Barton’s first finish, giv- 
ing him the experience and knowl- 
edge of the river he lacked last year,” 
said Cherven, He said speculators 
believe this team is not going to setile 
for second place this year. 

Jeff Kolka, 32, of Grayling, and Bill 
Torongo, 29, of Roscommon, were 
last year’s third place finishers in 
14:46:32. 

Verlin Kruger, 69, of Lansing, and 
Mike Smith, of Portland, have filed 
their entry forms. This will be the 12th 
marathon for Kruger, who is also 
known for his long-distance canoe ex- 
peditions. His most recent finish was 
in 1989, 

Trudgeon brother and sister team, 
Tom, 32, and Carrie, 21, from Gray- 
ling, will be paddling together this 
year for the first time. Carrie, who 
participated in the last two marathons 
with partner Mike Davis as an ama- 
teur, switched to professional status 
this year. 

Jim Sheldon, 29, and Chad Swan- 
der, 23, both of Grayling, complete 
the list of early entries. 


There were 29 entries in the race last 
ycar and Ciicr ven said tic expecis 1991 
entries to excced that number, encour- 
aged by the largest purse yet. 

“This titne of year it’s always inter- 
esung to speculate on how the teams 
will match up,” said Cherven. “Ev- 
eryone is waiting to see who Lynn 
Witte will be paddling with.” Cher- 
ven said they expect several new en- 
tries from Grayling including Mark 
Hubbard and Tim Hickey and Jayson 
Welser and Bill Martclla. Martella 
has paddled in the Marathon before, 
but this will be the first year for Welser. 
He said they anticipate 66-year-old Al 
Widing, from Mio, will enter again 
this year as well as Marathon veteran 
John Baker, of Grayling. The team of 
Randy Drake, of Virginia Beach, Vir- 
ginia, and Steve Landick of Lansing 
should also enter. Drake and partner 
AiRudquist, from Grand Rapids, Min- 
nesota, won the Marathon in 1989. 

“We expect the women’s team of 
Connie Swander, of Grayling, and 
Brenda Carlson, the UPS driver from 
Waters, to enter,” Cherven said, “and 
maybe asecond women’s team. These 
would be the first all women teams 
since 1987. The biggest unknown 
factor at this time is how many teams 
we will have,” he said. 

First place winners will take home 
$5,000, second place team $3,000, 
and third place will receive $2,000. 
Set cash prizes will be paid through 
25th place. Twenty-sixth place and 
beyond will divide a total purse of 
$250, not to exceed $50 per team.

In addition to being pests, the bite 
from a mosquito is not only painful, 


: Causing itching and infected sores from 
fy scratching, but may also transmit seri- 
ea ous and sometimes fatal discases. One 


of the more dangerous diseases is 
encephalitis, commonly known as 
“sleeping sickness.” Encephalitis is 


q an inflammation of the brain. Symp- 
Fa toms can range from mild to severe 
FQ and include acute headaches, high 

fy fever, and mental disturbances such as 
4 confusion, irritability, temors, stupor, 
fy and coma. Severe cases can cause 
@ permanent loss of limb function, men- 
Su) tal retardation, and even death. 


Mosquitoes can also infect dogs 


with heartworm. These worms live in 
5 the heart and can severely weaken or 
kill the dog. Veterinarians can pre- 
scribe medication to prevent heart- 
worm in dogs. 

Only the female mosquitoes bite. 


They need protien from blood for their 
cyy developinent. 

To avoid mosquito annoyance, use 
repellents and wear light colored 
clothes as mosquitoes are more al- 
tracted to dark areas. Tightly woven 
materials that cover arms and legs pro- 
vides protection from mosquito bites. 
Keeping trouser legs tucked into boots 
or socks and collars buttoned can also 
help. Other precautions include: 

— Have good screcning — make 
sure door and window screens fit ught 
and all holes are repaired. 

—Use mosquito netting when sleep- 
ing outdoors or in an unscreened struc- 
ture and to protect small babies at all 
times. 

.—Insecticide fogs or mists are good 
only fora shori duaiion in the imme- 
diate area of application. Mosquitoes 
will return when the effect of the spray 
has ended. Mosquito light electrocu- 
tors “zappers” do litle to reduce biting 
mosquitoes in an area. 

Removal of all standing water has 
been proven effective in controlling 

mosquito populations. 


days to complete their growth and 
change into adult biting mosquitoes, 
capable of transmitting disease. By 
getting rid of old Lires, un cans, buck- 
ets, drums, bottles, or any water hold- 
ing containers, the number of mosqui- 
toes in an area can be reduced. These 
small habitats can develop hundreds 
of mosquitoes every 10-14 days. 

Other steps homeowners can take to 
reduce mosquito populations include: 

—Fill in or drain any low places 
(puddles, ruts, etc.) in yard. 

—Keep drains, ditches, andculverts 
clean of weeds and trash so water will 
drain properly. 

—Keepeave troughs clean of leaves 
and other debris. 

Cover trash containers to keep 
oui rai Water. 


-—Repair leaky pipes and outside

Seat Belts And Heimets 


Help Prevent 


Heac injuries, sometimes called “the 
silent epidemic,” are quietly killing 
the nation’s youth. More than half a 
million people are hospitalized each 
year with head injuries, two-thirds of 
them under the age of 30. 

According to Walter Jacquemin, 
M.D., head of Alpena General 
Hospital's Emergency Room, damage 
to the brain is the majo: concern when 
the head comes into contact with a 
hard object. The soft, moveable, brain 
is hurled forward, colliding with the 
hard, bony surface of the skull. The 
bouncing action stretches and 
sometimes tears the nerve fibers. The 
brain may be bruised and a number of 
brain cells permanently destroyed. 

Dr. Jacquemin notes that head 
injuries claim 140,000 lives a year. If 
it was a disease that was responsible 
for so many deaths, the public would 
demand a cure. Most head injuries 
could be prevented if people used their 
seat belts and helmets. 

Motor vehicle accidenis are the 
number one cause of severe head 
injuries. Always wearing a seat belt 
and staying sober behind the wheel are 
two ways to help prevent auto-related 
head trauma. States such as Michigan 
with mandatory seat belt laws are 
seeing a big decrease in the number of 
deaths and head injuries in motor 
vehicle accidents. 

Motorcycle accidents are 
responsible for a disproportionate 
number of head injuries. The lack of 
protection on a motor bike makes 
helmets essential. Jacquemin saidhe’s 
seen significantly fewer cases of head 
trauma, even in relatively severe 
accidents, since motorcycle heimets 
became mandatory in Michigan, “It’s 
usually possible to fix a broken bone

The popularity of bike riding in. 
recent years has a tragic downside — 
the increasing number of bicycle-; 
related head injuries, some 50,000 per: 
year, Of the 1,300 bicycle- related’ 
fatalities, the majority are the result of: 
head injurics. Studics show that! 
wearing ahelmet when riding a bicycle: 
can reduce. the risk of serious head and: 
brain injury by 90 percent. 

Helmets are not just for the serious. 
sports cyclist, The seven-year-old: 
riding on the sidewalk needs protection: 
as much as an adult. Simple falls can- 
be as serious as high-speed crashes. In 
almost half of all bicycle accidents: 
resulting in head and brain injuries, 
there was no damage to the bicycle. 

Skateboarders typically wear elbow - 
and knee pads to cushion their falls, 
but head injurics are just as common 
among this group, Jacquemin said. 

All-terrain vehicles and off-road’ 
motorcycles commonly involve 
children in serious accidents. Parents’ 
who allow their children to ride these 
vehicles should make sure the children 
always wear helmets, are closely 
supervised, and are song enough to 
handle the machines they’re riding, 

Infants and toddlers are in the high- 
risk group for head injuries, mostly 
resulting from falls. Jacquemin 
recommends that parents be careful 
with walkers because of the danger of 
accidents. These usually occur when 
achild uses the walker near stairs. The 
parent thinks the door or gate blocking 
the stairway is closed, but when the 
baby hits against the door with the 
walker, the door flies open, and the 
child — trapped in the walker — goes 
hurtling down the stairs. 

Othercommon falls resulting in head 
injuries to young children involve falls 
from shopping carts and high chairs 
(they should be strapped in securely); 
falis down stairs; and falls into the 
sharp edges of tables and other 
furnishings. 


Pet Care Tip 


If y you oie acainst insects with 
poison-treated wood, don’t let your 
pet be a victim. 

Where chewing could kill (such as 
on porch railings and steps, backyard 
decking, fence posts), don’t uninten- 
tionally set up a poisonous chewing 
post, warns the Animal Protection 
Institute of America (API).

With the recentshiftin world events, 
you might cxpect the Michigan Army 
National Guard to focus its training on 
anew enemy. 

But for 9,000 soldiers mustered at 
Camp Grayling for the June 15-29 
“Operation Eagle Crest 91,” onc of the 
biggest foes hasn’tbeena foreign army. 

Instead, many troops have found 
themselves battling the bothersome 
Gypsy moths. 

This year a bumper crop of Gypsy

—— everywhere,” Kuhns said. “When 
you're in a tent, it sounds like it’s 
raining because there are so much 
feces and leaf cuttings falling on the 
roof.” 

When it does rain, the Gypsy moth 
feces swell to a gooey, pea-sized blob 
that coats soldicrs andequipment with 
a grecn slime. On sunny days, 
caterpillars swing on silk threads Itke 
helicopter assault troops, swatting 
patrolling soldiers on the face and 
neck, 

According to Kuhns, the health risks 
posed by the caterpillars are minimal. 
“Improperly stored food poses much 
morc of a threat than these worms will 
ever be,” he said. 

Kuhns said the caterpillars are not 
poisonous, although some soldiers 
have developed mild rashes from 
handling them, “It(the rash) is usually 
treated casily with calamine lotion,” 
he said. 

To fight the Gypsy moth, Kuhns 
had some suggestions that others in 
the arca might find useful: 

*Wipe picnic benches or food 
preparation surfaces with a mixture of 
onc tablespoon of household bleach 
per gallon of water. This mixture will 
disinfect and serve as a mild repellent 
for the caterpillars. 

*Keep all food covered whenever 
possible 

*Regularly rake caterpillars and leaf 
debris away from food preparation 
sites. (Sprinkle with water afterwards 
to reduce dust.) 

¢Wrap duct tape or masking tape, 
sticky side out, around the base of 
trees, barrels, or other surfaces. 
Caterpillars will not crawl past the 
tape. 
Although such suggestions may seen 
basic, Kuhns said they do work. 

Aside from annoying humans, the 
caterpillars are amore serious threat to 
thousands of acres of area forests. 
Along stretches of highway, such as 
Military Road, the destruction plainly 
can be seen. Beneath barren branches 
of oaks and poplars, two of the Gypsy 
moths’ favorite species, soldiers find 
little camouflage. Only the less 
common maples and beeches retain 
their summer foliage.

And, if combined with another natural 
calamity such as drought, the areca 
could be covered with acres of dead 
and decaying trees. ‘ 

Fortunately, the Gypsy moths’ track ¢ 
record suggests this won't happen, ‘ 
according to Michigan DNR forester — 
Jim McMillan. 

“Tt takes two to three years in a row 
for Gypsy moths to kill a trec. Suresses 
like drought or discase can also 
contribute by weakening a tree,” he 
said. “But because of the excellent 
growing conditions this spring, most 
trees are in good shape and will releaf 
again in early July.” 

Like all other living creatures, Gypsy 
moths affect the balance of nature in 
unpredictable ways. For example, 
along with caterpillars, many Camp 
Grayling soldiers and area residents 
report more flies this year than usual. 
McMillan said he’s not positive, but 
he believes the Gypsy moths may be 
the culprit. 

Flies are one of the Gypsy moths’ 
biggest predators. Consequently, when 
Gypsy moths ace plentiful, flics also 
prosper. (The flies don’t eat enough 
Gypsy moths to put a dent in the 
population, however.) 

Gypsy moth populations usually rise 
and fall on an eight to twelve year 
cycle. But McMillan said the recent 
cycle has been shorter (four to five 
years) and has led to this year’s record 
outbreak. 

Eventually, the Gypsy moths will

The first two weeks of June featured 
some of the most beautiful Northem 
Lights, or Aurora Borealis, I've ever 
seen. Nearly every night fortwo wecks 
these ecne curtains of light showed 
every trick of shade and color they are 
capable of. Someumes they blazed 
over half the night sky in white, green, 
and red obscuring the stars behind 
them. Other nights they were litue 
more than a white haze on the northem 
horizon sending an occasiviial, 
tentative, thin finger of ightoverhcead. 
Sometimes they slowly rolled across 
the sky in great, long curtains. Other 
times they formed cloud-like patches 
on which could be scen rapid flickering 
and flashes of light. Like we used to 
say in the 60's — il was groovy! 

So what are these lights? Where do 
they come from? Why do they act the 
way they do? 


First off, they are geophysical not 
astronomical events. But they 
wouldn't happen unless certain 
astronomical things occured. Like a 
lot of planctary phenomena there 1s a 
very fuzzy line between astronomy 
and geophysics. And there are 
fortunately a number of fuzzy peoplic 
to study this stuff — planctary 
astronomers. 

Ultimately, the Northern Lights 
come from large, poorly understood 
magnetic storms thal pop up 
occasionally on the Sun. They are 
called “sunspots” because they look 
like dark spots on the visible surface 
of the solar fireball (photosphere). 
They appear dark because the 
temperature inside them is lower than 
that of the stuff around them. But put 
that sweater away. A cool spot on the 
Sun runs about 3,000 degrees C.

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favorite lite yellow dwarf star boils 
off huge amounts of atomic riff-raff 
constantly. These nuclear bits and 
pieces: protons, electrons, and helium 
nuclei (alpha particles) form a fairly 
hefty bul constantly varying “solar 
wind.”

When a group of magnetic storms 

brew up on the solar febail they 
strengthen this “wind” considerably. 
They make it denser and heavier. 
Heavy cnough to push the larger Earth- 
orbiting satellites into an carly demise 
unless they are boosted back toa higher 
altitude. The people who look aftor 
our Hubble Space Telescope and the 
Sovict MIR space station worry about 
these storms. They require extra fuel 
expenditures. 

Our Earth is of course constantly 
awash in this “wind” of charged 
(positive and negative) particles. I 
think mast of us tend to think of it as 
justa big, pretty rock orbiting the Sun. 
Actually it is a bit more complicated 
and interesting than that. It is a big 
hollow rock whose center is filled 
with melied rock. The same stuff 
you've secn oozing out of volcanoes 
on TV. The force of gravity which is 
constanuy pushing everything towards 
the center creates mulu-million-degree 
temperatures al the center. Further, it 
is thought that there 1s a big ball of uron 
floating in this sea of melted rock at 
the very center.

He said it was a lot 
like being ina faint, light fog offin the 
distance. They are much prettier on 
Earth. Just the same I'd like to take a 
look for myself. 


On to July’s night sky. ... 

Sun: Saturday, July 6, is Aphclion 
Day. At 11 a.m. we will be at our 
furthest distance from the Sun. 
Obviously the temperature outside has 
alot more todo with the angle sunlight 
enters our atmosphere than our distance 
from the Sun. 

Thursday, July 11, between 3 and 4 
p.m.,, there will be a solar eclipse. In 
Mexico City the eclipse will be total. 
In Grayling there will be a tiny, itsy- 
bitsy Lite chunk out of the edge of the 
solar disk. It is always a bad idea to

Cornell insurance customers are 
reaping the benefits of anew computer 
system installed at the independent 
insurance agency.

Sizeable discounts 
are available for persons of different 
ages, and the computer will also help 
insure these discounts are credited at 
the proper time. 

The computer can also identify which 
customers are affected by changes in 
laws governing the use of snowmo- 
biles, motorcycles, or boats, enabling 
Carnell to notify them of the changes.

The weapons used during Operation 
Desert Storm and the allicd victory 
over lrag will come to Camp Grayling 
on July 13. 

As the nation celebrates the retum 
of our servicemen and women from 
the Persian Gulf on the Fourth of July, 
preparations will be underway to 
demonstrate the weapons which made 
their return possible as Camp Grayling 
hosts Community Day '91. 

‘The demonstrations will begin at 9 
a.m, and continue until 3:30 p.ra. al 
the Grayling Air Gunnery Range. The 
range is located off I-75 exit 270 at 
Waters. Signs will be posted directing 
traffic to the range once drivers have 
left the interstate. 

Featured in the weapons 
demonstrations will be bombing, 


aircraft, including the A-7, A-10, A- 
37, F-4, F-16, and AH-1. C-130 
Hercules cargo vessels will also 
participate, dropping parachuted 
supplies in a competion. 

Plans are also underway to have a 
UH-1 helicopter with a Bambi bucket, 
used for fighting forest fires, on display 
at the event, 

Weapons from a previcus war will 
also star in the air show, with final 
appearances by three Vietnam-cra 
warbirds. These include the F-4E 
Phantom II jet, which was the 
workhorse in fighting and bombing 
missions itt Southeast Asia. This 
aircraft will be retired from the Air 
National Guard in September of this 
year. 

Also featured will be an OA-37

Battle Creek in September. 

The Army National Guard will 
display weapons systemson the ground 
at the range as well. Plans include a 
tank, a static mortar display, and other 
weapons and unique vehicles.

Acrowd of at least 1,500 people are 
expected to turn out for the Community 
Day and get a first-hand look at the 
weaponry of Operation Desert Stoxm,
